Austin, Tex., March 20, 1896. 
Sir : Since my last report information has been received at this office 
of the appearance of a case of smallpox at Center, Shelby County, 
Tex., reported on 13th instant by Dr. J. W. Eogers, county physician 
in charge of the case ; and on 18th instant a case appeared at Orange, 
Orange County, reported on 18th by Dr. J. C. Seastrunt, county physi- 
cian in charge. Both cases are white adult males, and the source of the 
infection New Orleans. The necessary instructions have been given to 
the officers in charge, the cases promptly isolated, and all precautions 
taken to prevent a spread of the disease. At the request of Dr. Eogers 
and on account of popular excitement, I visited the case at Center on 
the 15th, and have no reason to fear any extensive outbreak.
